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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. It 
was argued that Wholey fails to disclose a "first and second generally linearly tapered portions". However, as stated in the Final Office 
action mailed on 8/25/09, the limitation does not clearly state the length of each "generally linearly tapered portion". Therefore, the 
examiner is providing the broadest reasonable interpretation for the limitation. That is, a generally linearly portion merely requires two 
points that can form a line. As illustrated in the Office action mailed on 8/25/09, Wholey discloses a portion that includes two points that 
can form a line, or that is "generally linearly" (the lines defined by the first angle and the second angle, as illustrated, corresponds to the 
portions that are "generally linearly").
